Tuberculosi s The  Scheme  for  the  control  of  Tuberculosis 
deals  with  all  cases  occurring  in  the  landward  area  andthe  six 
Burghs  in  West  Lothian. 

Treatment  is  offered  to  persons  suffering  from  either  form 
of  the  disease  and  the  following  is  a summary  of  the  treatment 
provided:- 

1.  Admission  to  Sanatorium  if  accommodation 
is  available. 

2.  Admission  of  advanced  cases  to  Bo' ness 
Fever  Hospital  when  nursing  conditions 
at  home  are  ursuitablc. 

3.  Provision  of  Medical  Comforts  i.e.  Food  as 
an  addition  to  ordinary  diet. 

4.  Provision  of  Drugs,  (including  Cod  Liver  Oil 
Emulsion  or  Malt,  Dressings  and  apparatus). 

5.  Provision  of  travelling  expenses  in  special 
cases  for  patients  travelling  to  Edinburgh 
for  "Light  Treatment". 

6.  Provision  in  doubtful  cases  for  examination 
by  X-ray.

In  previous  reports,  Dr  Cameron  has  described  the  various 
special  measures  employed  to  supplement  the  Sanatorium  regime  in  the 
treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  his  current  report,  he 
discusses  these  measures  in  detail.  Artificial  pneumothorax 
piirenic  paralysis,  and  thoracoplasty,  have  now  been  in  use  for 
many  years,  and  there  has  lately  grown  up  in  some  quarters  a 
reeling  that  they  are  being  employed  too  much  as  a matter  of  course.

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As  an  X-ray  photograph  is  of  great  assistance  in  diagnosing 
a doubtful  case,  the  County  Council  has  made  an  arrangement  for 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  whereby  any  doubtful  case  may  be  X-rayed 
by  a specialist  in  that  work.  Nine  examinations  were  made 
during  1936. 


Venereal  Diseases  The  Scheme  for  the  treatment  of  persons 
suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  in  the  County  remains  in 
operation. 

There  is  an  arrangement  with  Edinburgh  Royal  Infirmary 
whereby  patients  suffering  from  these  diseases  may  attend 
for  consultation  and  treatment. 

Patients  who  require  treatment  as  in-patients  are 
admitted  to  special  wards  in  the  Infirmary. 

Treatment  is  carried  out  with  the  greatest  possible 
secrecy. 

Examination  of  specimens  is  carried  out  at  the  Infirmary 
Laboratory. 

Medical  Practitioners  in  the  County  are  supplied  with 
the  necessary  outfits  for  taking  specimens,  and  specimens  for 
examination  must  be  sent  to  the  Clinical  Pathologist,  Pathol- 
ogical Laboratory,  Royal  Infirmary,  Edinburgh. 

Attendance  of  Patients 


During  the  year  1936  the  number  of  new  causes  attending 
amounted  to  169-  103  men  and  66  women  and  children.  This 
is  a decrease  of  2 in  the  number  of  new  cases  compared  with  1935. 

The  total  attendances  of  old  and  new  cases  numbered  5438 
as  compared  with  7948  last  year. 

Thirty. four  men  and  27  women  and  children  were  admitted 
to  the  Hospital  Wards  for  in-door  treatment. 

During  1935  the  total  receiving  in-door  treatment  numbered 
5o  - 34  men  and  24  women  and  children.. 

The  cost  of  travelling  expenses  to  and  from  Edinburgh 
for  treatment  was  paid  in  54  cases. 

The  Clinical  Medical  Officer  in  his  Report  states:- 

"Tne  continued  decrease  in  the  number  of  out-patient 
attendances  is  partly  due  to  the  shorter  time  required 
for  treatment  under  the  newer  and  more  intensive  methods." 

"Little  change  has  occurred  in  the  number  of  admissions 
to  hospital." 


During  1936  the  facilities  provided  under  the  scheme 
nave^  been  greatly  improved  by  the  transfer  of  the  work 
to  the  new. accommodation  provided  in  the  recently  completed 
Dermatological  ana  Special  Pavilion  of  the  Royal  Infirmary, 
ine  removal  01  the  department  and  occupation  of  the  new 
premises  was  completed  in  May  last,  and  since  then  the 
additional  amenities  have  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
patients  from  all  the  areas  comprised  in' the  scheme!'

Staffing/ 
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Staffing  - "The  number  of  Staff  appears  to  be  reasonably  suffic- 
ient for  the  work  although  the  Nttrses  have  a very  long  day 
under  trying  conditions.  Under  the  direction  of  the  Matron, 
however,  they  have  contrived  to  maintain  a high  standard  of 
nursing,  and  there  have  been  no  complaints  as  to  want  of 
attention.  The  present  day  tendency  is  to  reduce  the  Nurses' 
working  hours,  a much  needed  reform,  and  in  event  of  this 
being  put  into  execution  here,  it  will  of  necessity  mean 
augmenting  the  Staff  considerably." 


Equipment  - " The  equipment  and  furnishing  of  the  Hospital  Wards 
is  of  a good  standard  and  quality.  The  beds  and  linen  are  good 
and  suificient  but  there  is  a shortage  of  locker  accommodation 
and  storing  room  for  patients'  clothing  etc..  The  drugs  provided 
are  of  the  best  quality,  and  no  expense  is  spared  to  give  every 
patient  all  the  medicine  he  requires.  Special  beds  and 
mattresses  are  provided  in  special  cases." 


DiejV  ~ "The  food  supplied  is  plentiful  and  of  very  good  quality. 
The  Matron  takes  great  pains  to  see  that  it  is  sufficiently  varied 
and  special  diets  are  always  provided  where  these  are  ordered. 
There  have  been  no  complaints  about  the  food,  which  has  always 
been  well  cooked  and  properly  served. " 


General  - "For  a good  many  years  past,  it  has  been  felt  that 
the  accommodation  of  the  Hospital  has  been  inadequate,  and  on 
many  occasions  patients  have  had  to  be  sent  back  to  the  Home 
long  before  they  were  ready,  in  order  to  make  room  for  new  cases 
vno  could  not  be  refused.  In  addition  to  this  undesirable 
state  of  affairs,  it  has  happened  on  many  occasions  during  the 
year  that  patients  could  not  gain  admission  at  all,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  all  the  beds  were  full,  with  no  prospect  of  a vacancy 
except  by  the  death  of  one  of  the  patients.  While  this 
dif j. iculty  has  existed  for  a long  time  in  the  case  of  males,  this 
year  has  been  the  first  in  which  females  have  had  to  be  refused. 
During  the  whole  year,  although  there  are  13  beds  for  women,  11 
01  them  have  been  permanently  occupied  by  bedridden  patients, 
leaving  only  two . beds  available  for  admissions  from  the  whole 
County.  As  a direct  result  of  this,  numbers  of  patients  of 
both  sexes  have  had  to  be  sent  into  Edinburgh  to  the  Eastern 
General  Hospital  and  maintained  there  at  a very  much  higher  cost 
than  in  the  Hospital  here,  and  it  is  felt  that  the  time  has  now 
come  to  make  some  move  towards  increasing  the  accommodation 
materially.  It  is  suggested  that -a  minimum  of  30  beds  b.e  added 
to  the  Hospital,  apportioned  to  males  and  females  according 
to  tne  experience  gained  during  the  past  few  years.  If  this 

is  carried  into  effect,  it  will  of  necessity  mean  the  provision 
of  more  Nursing  Staff,  and  extra  accommodation  for  them,  as 
the  present  Nurses « quarter s will  not  allow  of  additions  suffic- 
iently to  meet  the  increase.  It  is  understood  that  the 
Committee  are  at  present  engaged  in  reviewing  the  entire  position 
both  as  regards  extra  beds  and  the  question  of  extra  staff,  and 
also  the  question  of  reduction  of  the  Nurses'  working  hours.  This 
is  a very  necessary  procedure,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  means 
will  be  found  to  provide  this  extra  accommodation  as  soon  as 
possible,  m order  to  save  expense  and  also  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  Hospital"
